Secretary: of War Lamont Has Ap- 
proved the Plans.

NEW YORK, March 17.—There is no long- 
er any obstacle in the way of the great rail- 
road bridge across the Hudson River. Secre- 
tary Swan af the New York and New Jer- 
sey Bridge Co. received yesterday from 
Secretary of War Lamont a communication 
to the effect that he has approved all the 
plans for the bridge, as well as the location 
selected. 


“This company now has the right to con- 

struct the greates? railroad bridge and 
terminals ever built in this country,” ‘said 
Secretary Swan. The approval of the Sec- 
retary of War places the company squarely 
before the financial world. The bridge will 
carry Ax railroad tracks, and it is not to 
cost more than $25,000,000. The %otal cost. of 
the bridge, approaches and stations is guar-. 
anteed to be within $60,000,000. Within a few 
years we shall probably see one of the great- 
est bri in the world spanning the Hud- 
son and leading to the finest railroad station 
on his continent.“ 
It will de a 8 on bridge. The towers 
are to of steel, each 657 feet in height. 
These will rest upon foundations of solid 
masonry, extending to a depth of 125 feet 
below high water. The steel frame-work sup- 
porting the bridge will be 200 feet in height 
at its loftiest point. The bridge will be 1% 
feet in width. It will be suspended from 
twelve steel cables. The lowest point of the 
flooring will be 150 feet above mean high 
water. The towers will be 3,110 feet a 
leaving the navigation of the Hudson 
entirely unobstructed. 
One thousand railway trains enter and 
leave the New Jersey terminal stations 
every day. It is expected that practically all 
these trains will, as soon as possible, use 
the new bridge as the shortes* route to this 
city for passengers and freight.

The Supreme OCeurt Knocks Out &t. 


Lou Judges’ Jury Rule. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 17.,—The 
Supreme Court in bane awards a.writ of 
prohibition against Judge Withrow, Circuit 
Judge, to prevent him from enforcing jury 


rule 37. 
In brief, the reason is that the court finds 


the rule to be in contravention of the sta- 
tute. Judge Sherwood wrate the opinion, 
Judges Gantt, Macfarlane, Burgess and 
Robinson, and Brace, C. J., concur. Barclay 
dissents. 

State ex rel. vs. St. Louis, Kansas & 
Northwestern Railway Company filed in 
this court a petiti for a writ of prohibi- 
tion against Judge ithrow to restrain the 
Judge from enforcing jury rule 37, which 
rule was a creation of the St. Louis Judges, 
and was intended to facilitate the business 
of the courts and to render verdicts more 
certainly sound. The rule allowed the im- 
paneling of a special jury of not less than 
40 nor more than 50 men, to be drawn by 
the jury commissioner the same as ordinary 
jurors, and from that number names may be. 
stricken by either side by challenge. 

The Supreme Court says: We are brought 
to consider rule 37, pleaded by respondent. 
We need not say much on this point, since 
it is too plain for argument that the rule 
abrogates the statute, and while seemingly 
it endeavors to carry if into execution really 
evades its provisions by causing such a 
course to be pursued and such methods of 
procedure taken as if the applicant had ap- 
plied in the first instance for a common 
jury. I: is beyond the power of any court to 
make rules which come into collision with 
either the organic or statutory law. 


Then a Post-Dispatch reporter informed 
J By bey Withrow, against whom the writ of 
prohibition is directed, of the action of 
the Supreme Court, he said: ° | 
“This simply means that the St. Louis 
Circuit Court must adopt another rule, and 
until it does the old form of procedure 
must remain in vogue. I cannot criticise 
the action of the Supreme Court, and we 
have no option but to follow its mandate.”

Julian Grabowiski, 13 was scaléed 
to death in a bath-tub while his attendants 
were in another part of the building. They 
say they had gone to get a ry of 
clothes and that he either got in the bath- 
tub himself or was. placed there by a crowd 
of gleeful idiots who were standing around 
the tub: watching his death agonies when 
they returned. 

Simon Daum was killed by a fellow-inmate 


of a ward in which only violent patients 


are confined, while thr: attendants, whose 
duty it was to 92 on ard there, were 
playing cards in an adjoining room. ) 

John Bullock, who had been allowed to 
wander from the asylum without restraint 


Was killed on the same day by a railroa 


train. 

Elizabeth Sallee was killed by a dose of 
chloroform, administered, so it is said, 
against the protest of the physician in 
charge of her case. 

Sarah E. Johnson died June 23, 1895, as the 
result, it is said, of being scalded in a bath 
through the carelessness of the attendants. 

There are rumors in Jacksonville of an- 
other patient who was scalded to death, of 
others who have met their deaths through 
improper treatment, but if these rumors are 
true the facts are buried with the victims 
and locked up in the bosoms of the at- 
tendants who are said to be responsible. 


Following are further extracts from the 


Tribune: 
One of the most pitiful of all the stories 
of Julian Grabowiski, 


said to have deen inflicted. through the 


blundering of careless atteridants. Grabo- 


wiski was a Russian, sent to the hospital 
from Hamilton, Hancock County. He was 
kept in Ward 12 of the main building, and 
Feb. 6 it became the duty of the attendants, 
Antony Casey and Samuel Ruby, to give 
him a bath. They first undressed him and 
then left him either in the tub or by it 


— whtle-they went out to the clothes-room to 


get elean clothes for him. When they 


"came back Grabowiski, who was partially 


e and unable to help himself, was 
n the tub sizzling in a caldron of boiling 
water and making agonized appeals for 
help to a group of lunatics who stood 
around the tub listening to the poor fel- 
low’s cries of pain with cheerful but un- 
moved interest. The attendants afterwards 
claimed that they did not put Grabowiski 
in the tub, but that other patients must 
have done it and turned on the water. 
The charge was a safe one to make. 
accused patients have never taken t 
trouble to deny it. 

“I saw Grabowiski in bed the next day,“ 
said an attendant. “His legs were all cov- 
ered over with cotton and everybody knew 
he had been scalded in the bathtub while 
Nothing was 
ever done with them, and no inquest was 
held. The matter was hushed up. Under 
Dr. Carrie] there were strict orders that at- 
tendants should not leave patients at all 
while they were being bathed, and men 
would have lost their jobs for doing any- 
thing Uke that.’ 


Nearly eight months before Grabowiski's 
death Sarah E. Johnson, a paralytic like 
him, confined in Ward 6 of the north annex, 
was She first sufferer from allowing lunatics 
to give other patients their baths or helping 
doing so. The circumstances of Mrs. John- 
son's death are similar to that of Grabow- 
iski, except that only one attendant, Miss 
Cora E. Scott, was concerned in the matter. 
Her duties in the ward were doubled at the 
time, owing to the sickness of another at- 
tendant. Miss Scott left her patient in the 
bath tub, it is said, to get some fresh 
clthing, and while she was out Mrs, Johnson 
herself, or some other of the patients, turned 
on the hot water faucet and the water boil- 
ing hot rushed into the tub. The patient 
was suffocated by the steam and her flesh 
was burned and scalded and cooked by 
steam and water before Miss Scott, called 
back by the woman’s cries of n, could 
turn off the water and rescue r charge 
from her unfortunate plight. Other women, 
inmates of the same ward, were rom agra.

CBCIL RHODES AGAIN. 


The Secret History of His Rumored 
, Arrest Made Knewn, 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 17.—A local paper has 
the following cable from London: 

The secret history of the rumored arrest 
of Cecil Rhodes, which created such an im- 
mense sensation in Parliament and on the 
Stock Exchange this week, has reached the 
correspondent from an authentic source. Mr. 
Chamberlain, when questioned in the House 
of Commons, denied that the British or 
Cape Governments had any intention of ar- 
resting the ex-Premier—a statement which 
was quite true, as far as it went. What 
really happened was this: 

Some time ago the Portuguese authorities 


learned that the laborers engaged on the 
ra Railway, on the Bast Coast, which 
is being constructed by a chartered com- 
pany, had been receiving arms secretly from 
agents of the company. In view of the se- 
cret raid on the Transvaal, the Portuguese 
Government feared that some aggressive ac- 
tion was in contemplation against their ter- 
ritory from Rhodesia, and when Cecil 
Rhodes left England by way of Beira for 
Buluwayo, thir alarm was doubled. Por 

tugal accordingly intimated to the Bri * 
Government that Rhodes would be arrest 
on disembarking at Beira.

John Jenes Came to See His Child 
and Was Caught. 


HIS ADVENTUROUS CAREER

An Anna, Illinois, Desperado Who Has 
Killed Two Peeple and Narrewly 


Escaped Lynching.

John Jones, who is wanted by Gov. Alt- 
geld for kicking Mrs. Susan Mendenhall 
to death at Anna, III., last August, was ar- 
rested in St. Louis at 11 o’clock Tuesday 
morning by Sergt. Woodlock and Patrolmen 
Delaney’ and Kilcullin after an exciting 
chase on Seventh street, near Cerre. 

Jones gave his name as George Rayburn, 
and said that he came to St. Louis four 
days ago to see his little daughter, Ivo Udell 
Jones, 183 years old, who lives with her 
mother at Seventh and Poplar streets. 

Mrs. Jones claims that her husbamd came 
to the city for the express purpose of killing 
her, and it was at her instigation that he 
was arrested. | 

At 12:30 o’clock p. m. Mrs. Jones called at 
the Four Courts to identify the prisoner, 
and while in Capt. O’Malley’s office she 
fainted twice. The second time she was ut 
terly prostrated and fell to the floor. At- 
tempts to revive her were futile and she was 
taken to the City Dispensary. 


John Jones is a tall, spare man, blonde, 
with sandy hair and mustache. He wears a 
— hat, and is a typical country consta- 

0. 

In 1886 he was elected City Marshal of 
Anna, Union County, III. During the next 
year he shot and ed Albert L. Champion, 
a Kentucky outlaw, who was charged with 
moonshining,horse stealing and eloping with 
another man’s wife. Champion reaisted ar- 
rest, Jones says, and attempted to choke 
him, and then Jones shot him. Cham- 
pion died two days afterward. 

A jury gave Jones a sentence of six y 
and he served four years and three months 
in the Chester Penitentiary. 

During his imprisonment, in 1888, he says, 
his wife went to Cairo and eloped to St. 
Louis with an express messenger. They 
have lived together in this city ever since. 

At the expiration of his term Jones came 
here and took his little daughter away, and 
she kept house for him until the time of his 
last e e. Then she returned to her mother. 

Last August, on the last day of the Union 
County Fair( Jones quarreled with a Mrs. 
Susan Mendenhall, who, he claims, „as a 
st er in the community, and who hed 
been sheltered by his sister. 

Jones wae keeping a lunch-stand on the 
grounds, He threw. Mrs. Mendenhall out, 
but she returned, he Bays, and attempted to 
stab his sister with a butcher knife. A 
general fight ensued, and the witnesses 
state that Jones threw the woman to the
